Agricultural Report for the last 15 years and recently retired.  Jes-

sey was not only solely responsible for compiling and editing all the 

info for this publication, but was also the first line of communication 

for all who contacted the Marketing Bureau.  We will miss her work 

but will continue with an interim editor for the CT Weekly Agricul-

tural Report until we can fill Jessey’s position.  Thank you, Jessey, 

for all of your hard work and dedication.  We hope you have a won-

derful retirement! 

This economic climate has been rough on many over the last 

several years and we want to alleviate concerns you may have re-

garding the status of the Marketing Bureau and its various pro-

grams that benefit you.   

The bureau as a whole looks good in terms of retaining and 

continuing many of its important programs throughout the next year.  

Grant programs continue to be funded at this time and include the 

Joint Venture, Farm Reinvestment, Farm Transition and Farm Vi-

ability grants.  This means that producers and towns can continue 

to apply for these grant programs and obtain funding to promote 

agriculture sustainability and increase the economic viability of farm 

businesses.  Applications can be downloaded from our website, 

www.ctgrown.gov (click on Programs and Services).  The Specialty 

Crop Block Grant Program is still being managed by us and we will 

continue to fund applications for projects that solely enhance the 

competitiveness of specialty crops.   

Programs such as Farm to School and Farm to Chef are going 

strong and more Connecticut farm businesses are being utilized as 

sources of local food for institutions, schools, restaurants, and other 

food service areas.  We are continuing to work with producer asso-

ciations on agricultural brochure publications and their distribution 

to the public.   Farmers’ markets continue to be an important com-

ponent in our bureau as our staff works with farmers and towns 

looking for new markets and in improving existing markets.  The 

Farmers’ Market Nutrition Program serving WIC and seniors is still 

available through our bureau.   

The department is also in the process of getting federally li-

censed by the USDA Agriculture Marketing Service (AMS) to per-

form GAP/GHP audits. This is a voluntary, audit-based program 

that verifies adherence to the recommendations made in the Food 

and Drug Administration’s (FDA) Guide to Minimize Microbial Food 

Safety Hazards for Fresh Fruits and Vegetables. This program is 

not mandated by any government agency.  Many institutions, 

wholesalers, and retail operations are now requesting farmers/

processors they work with to get a third-party audit.
